THIEVES GET $400,000 . . . 
Cannon Blasts 
Brink's Vault 


Syracuse, N.Y. GfJ—Burglars 


took advantage of a weekend 
lull to haul a connon into the 
Brink's Inc. office here, blast 
open a two-foot-thick vault 
and vanish with $400,000 in 
loot, police reported Monday. 


The daring team of thieves 


used mattresses to muffle the 
roar of their 20-millimeter 
weapon. Residents near the 
quiet business section later re- 
ported hearing unusual noises, 
but apparently no one sus- 
pected a safecracking by can- 
non was afoot. 


Frank Steier, the 
office 


manager, told police he be- 
lieved about 75% of the loot 
was in checks and the rest in 
cash. He said there was no 
company employe in the build- 
ing between Saturday after- 
noon and Monday morning. 


Leave Coins 


Steier said it was possible 


but unlikely that the thieves 
would attempt to cash any of 
the checks — most of which 
are negotiable — at a bank. 
A Brink's official said the 
thieves left behind $100,000 in 
coins.

burglar-alarm 
system h a d j 


been silenced in the one-story, 
brick-and-concrete 
building. 


They theorized that the bur- 
glars had driven a truck car- 
rying the cannon into the 
garage adjoining the office, 
then moved the 95-pound wea- 
pon inside. 


The thieves gained e n t r y 


through the outside door by 
either using a key or picking 
the lock. Another door, a few 
feet from the outside en- 
trance, also was opened. 


The tripod was found about 


20 feet from the vault, which 
is in the rear of the building. 
The thieves blasted through 22 
inches of concrete before us- 
ing the torch to carve through 
the three-inch steel casing. 
Their labors produced a hole 
large enough for a man to 
pass through and open the 
vault door from the inside. 


Prepared 


"They came prepared," said 


Deputy Police Chief Samuel 
Nappi. "They were going to 
get into the vault one way or 
another." 


Nappi a n d other officers 


said the method of entry had 
the marks of an unsuccessful 
attempt at a Brink's office in 
Quebec City last March. 


In their escape, the burglars 


carried away the cannon, de- 
scribed by an Air Force arms 
expert as about 77 inches long. 
The w e a p o n normally is 
mounted on attack aircraft 
but can be used by foot 
soldiers. 


In Albany, an FBI spokes- 


man said his agency was 
checking the possibility that 
the gun might be one of two 
20-millimeter anti-tank g u n s 
stolen from a Railway Ex- 
press 
office in Pittsburgh

Nothing Big 


Besides the weddings, her 


work entails the probation of 
estates, b i r t h certificates, 
adoptions, traffic violations, 
but "none of the big things." 


"In this county," explained 


the affable judge, "you don't 
have to be an attorney, but 
you do in larger counties." 


But even without a law de- 


gree Mrs. Carney came into 
the position with plenty of 
qualifying background. 


She spent about 10 years 


working in the office of attor- 
ney B. H. Bracken, and then 
in 1958 went to work at the 
courthouse when Bracken be- 
came a judge. 


"He got to the age of re- 


tirement and suggested I try 
for the job," said the widow 
and mother of two boys. "And 
then some others told me I 
should." 


When she won her first race 


for public office, she joined 
four other female magistrates 
—in Boone. Pierce, Burt and 
Loup counties. 


Checked 


She jokes: "I checked to 


make sure there were others 
before I ran." 


The boys — Jim, a sopho- 


more at Creighton University, 
and Joe, a Minden High 
School sophomore — don't 
have much to say about their 
mother being a judge. 


And Mrs. Carney herself 


feels "it's very interesting— 
but I don't know yet about go- 
ing for a second term." 


Wilson Arrives For Showdown 
With Rhodes ion Premier Smith 


Salisbury, Rhodesia 
UFi — • 


British Prime Minister Har- 
old Wilson arrived in Salis- 
bury Monday night for a 
showdown w i t h Rhodesian 
Prime Minister Ian Smith 
and said he had come f r o m 
London "to avert a tragedy." 


"One man, 3ne vote," 6,000 


Africans chanted as t h e y 
cheered h i m. The British 
leader made it clear that he 
wanted at all costs to head off 
a grab for independence by 
Smith's white Rhodesian gov- 
ernment. 


He told an airport news 


conference: "I want to do ev- 
erthing possible to avert a 
tragedy if a certain action 
were to be taken. That is why 
I am here." 


Not Specific 


Wilson refused to say what 


countermeasures B r i t a i n 
would take if the Rhodesian 
government took the plunge 
for independence. 


Wilson's government h a s 


warned that it would consid- 
er any unilateral declaration 
of independence tantamount 


to treason and rebellion by 
Smith's government, w h i c h 
rules over 3.8 million blacks 
and 220,000 whites. 


Although it has its own gov- 


ernment, Rhodesia is still a 
British colony. Britain h a s 
promised Rhodesia independ- 
ence but not under the pres- 
ent system of government, in 
which the black majority has 
no say.

and perhaps burned to bits in its fall from the sky. 


"No joy, no joy," was the 


solemn, discouraged epitaph 
sounded by the radar men 
scanning the orbital path. The 
103,000-mile space chase was 
postponed until probably early 
next year. 


Disappointment 


'•Disappointment" echoed in 


every statement from space 
officials. 


Still in the Gemini hunter 


spacecraft 
when the scrub 


was announced, c o m m a n d 
pilot Walter Schirra said, 
"Gee, I'm sorry." 


Both Robert Seamans, as- 


sociate director of the U. S. 
space agency, and Robert C. 
Gilruth, head of the Manned 
Spacecraft Center, said the 
failure would not hold up the 
man-to-the-moon program. 


Asked if this failure would 


give the Russians a lead in 
the race to link up vehicles 
in space, manned flight chief 
George Mueller said, "Clear- 
ly, they have a better chance 
now than they had this morn- 
ing." 


Earlier Gemini 7 


The failure of the Agena 


target vehicle could bring an 
earlier firing of the 14-day 
Gemini 7 space marathon, 
perhaps by Thanksgiving. 
It 


had been scheduled for Dec- 
ember. 


Schirra and T h o m a s 


Stafford were ready in their 
Gemini hunter spacecraft on 
Launch Pad 19 when the Atlas 
rocket shot up from Pad 14 
more than a mile away to lift 
the space target into orbit. 


Barely more than six min- 


utes later, the first bad news 
came. There was an abrupt 
loss in telemetry 
(signals) 


from the Agena. This was fol- 
lowed by a loss in all contact 
with the Agena rocket. 


The mission was scrubbed 


at 9:54 a.m. CST — 54 min- 
utes after the Agena nad been 
launched. 


Sixteen minutes later, the 


two pilots pulled themselves 
out of the Gemini spacecraft.

In Houston, 8-year-old Su- 


zanne Schirra thought she 
knew how her father felt: 
"Mad." 


"I don't imagine my father 


is too happy about it," her 
15-year-old brother Walter III 
agreed. 


"We a r e disappointed," 


Schirra told astronaut Capt. 
Alan B. Shepard, first U.S. 
astronaut into space. 


Flight director Christopher 


Kraft waited until the h u g e 
radar antenna at Carnarvon, 
Australia, tried to find the 
agena where it should have 
been on its first orbit. 


But the discouraged words 


from the radar men convinced 
him. He pulled the plug on 
the mission and told Schirra 
in the spacecraft, "Wally, 
we're going to scrub."

Court Upholds 
Virginia Plan 
Negroes Hit 


Washington

preme Court upheld Monday 
aspects of a Virginia reap- 
portionment plan attacked by 
Negroes as calculated to can- 
cel t h e i r rising political 
strength. 


The court's 8-0 ruling, an- 


nounced in a two-sentence or- 
der and unaccompanied by 
explanation, was one of two 
Monday that stemmed f r o m 
the historic June 1964 ruling 
that state legislative districts 
must be substantially equal 
in population. 


In the other ruling, t h e 


court refused without com- 
ment to review a Kansas Su- 
preme Court decision that the 
state house of representatives 
must be reapportioned 
by 


population. 


Sidesteps Hassle 


In rejecting 
Kansas' ap- 


peal, the court again passed 
up an opportunity to step into 
the old debate over whether 
the 14th Amendment to t h e 
U.S. Consitution was ratified 
legally. 


The 14th Amendment, as- 


suring all citizens equal pro* 
tection under the law, was the 
basis of the court's one-man, 
one-vote ruling.

ings, the court held a special 
session in memory of Felix 
Frankfurter, associate justice 
for 23 years who died Feb. 22 
at age 83.

the high court, did not take 
part in deliberation of the ap- 
peal.

A U.S. mili- 
tary informant in Pleiku said 
the Plei Me defenders a n d 
American and South Vietna- 
mese air attacks had knocked 
out about 750 of the 1,000 to 
1,200-man Viet Cong force. 


The informant said reports 


from Plei Me, about 25 miles 
south of Pleiku, indicated a 
regiment of North Vietnamese 
regulars was thrown into the 
fight. 


Plei Me apparently was a 


cherished prize for the V i e t 
Cong. Since U.S. advisers and 
the montagnards set up t h e 
special forces camp t h e r e , 
supply lines running f r o m 
North Viet Nam across the 
17th 
Parallel a n d through 


Laos and Cambodia had been 
imperiled. C a p t u r i n g the 
camp would have helped the 
Viet Cong keep the s u p p 1 y 
routes o p e n to highlands 
areas now heavily infiltrated 
by U.S. troops. 


The South Vietnamese re-

in the personal satisfaction of having done 
to the best of his ability an unpleasant 
job which was demanded of his honor. 
While not particularly known for his war 
record, that record might ha\e been the 
tipofi to the appearance by Dubois before 
the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee where he was called to testify in 
regard to the G 'Idsboro Klavern of the 
Ku Klux Klan. Prior to the testimony by 
Dubois. the committee had heard wit- 
nesses who mainly invoked the 
Fifth 


Amendment against self-incnmination. 


But more than self-incrimination, t h e 


Fifth Amendment has come to be the 
means of avoiding the disclosure of infor- 
mation that is secret for some reason or 
other, regardless of its impact upon the 
personal life or security of the individual 
called upon to give it. In that context, the 
protection of the Constitution is abused and 
made to serve an unholy cause. 


Dubois never entertained any thoughts 


of invoking the protection of the F i f t h 
Amendment, despite the fact that he had 
taken the traditional Klan oath of secrecy. 
' Instead, he resigned from the Klan in the 
presence of the committee and proceeded 
to turn over to the House group the rec- 
ords of his local Klavern and to answer 
any of the questions put to him by the 
representatives.

In explaining his resignation, Dubois 


told the congressional 
committee: ''My 


first loyalty is to God . . . and my second 
is to my country." In all respects."one can 
only applaud that statement and greatly 
admire Dubois for having uttered it. We 
are a Christian nation, predominantly, and 
our dedication to believe in and serve an 
Almighty being is firmly anchored in our 
culture. For this reason we even permit 


- exemption from military service to these 


who conscientiously believe thai to serve 
is a violation of their personal commitment 
to God. And for such people we raise no 
question of their honor, hold no doubts of 
their integrity. But many things are done 
; these days in conflict with the national in- 


0. DOBLKK 
terest and from no convic'ions stemming 
from religion Rather, motivation is iound 
in strictly human discord with events of 
the day. 


In his position. Dubois has set an exam- 


ple that can be of tremendous value to 
people throughout their lives. From his 
testimony one can easily see the necessity 
of determining a set of values that are vu-H 
considered, and living by them. When one 
oath by Dubois came into conflict with 
another, he did not find the situation an 
impossible one. Rather, he clearly saw that 
in his life which must come first and sub- 
jugated all else to it. How often do all of 
us make such a determination as this, par- 
ticularly when it seems so much more to 
our advantage to use the d i 1 e in m a in 
which we find ourselves as the excuse for 
individual weakness? 


How often does one read in accounts of 


c r i m e that the act was the product of 
some 
uncontrollable 
influence? 
A fre- 


quently used explanation of crime is that 
it was committed while the criminal was 
in a drunken state or stupor. How can it 
be argued that drunkeness is any better 
than robbing or killing when it produces 
such results? 


How many men have risen to the top 


of tbeir profession or business but at the 
expense of others along the way? The prac- 
tice of deceit or dishonesty along the way 
is excused with the generality that such 
is the way things arc done in the rough 
and tumble of real life. In the rough and 
tumble of life with no purpose, perhaps, 
but not in the life of one whose first loy- 
alty is to God. 


How many young men today are avoid- 


ing the draft by the use of acceptable legal 


grounds 
as 
dodges 


for their personal dis- 
like for military ser- 
vice or disagreement 
with the foreign in- 


volvements of this nation? Their first loy- 
alty is not to God on whose list devotion 
and service to country would find a place 
of honor and distinction. Their second loy- 
alty is not to country when they shirk the 
call their nation issues them in time of 
need. One cannot help but think that such 
individuals are making for themselves a 
bed in which sleep will prove to be most 
uncomfortable. 


Some day they will probably want to 


take an accounting of their lives and they 
will find the task a most unpleasant one. 
If not and if the many others are correct, 
someone else will do the accounting for 
them and they will then find that they 
have taken or received in the short period 
of their lives on earth all they have com- 
ing to them and all they have earned.

Terry Takes A Powder 


Looking at it one way. State Senator 


Terry Carpenter has taken a powder— 
abandoned the Republican party. This is 
quite a piece of news because the Scotts- 
bluff senator isn't known to back off from 
much of anything. Carpenter antagonists 
of the past will testify that he doesn't give 
up easily. 


But looking at it another way. Carpen- 


ter has moved on to the Democratic party. 
He was once a Democrat but switched to 
Republican and has now gone back to his 
original affiliation. In making this second 
switch. Carpenter said that he tried but 
failed to change the Republican party lead- 
ership. 


Thus is brought to another point the 


ups and downs of political life for one of 
the state's most controversial public fig- 
ures. It is doubtful that Carpenter would 


argue with anyone who called him a non- 
conformist as orthodoxy simply is not a 
part of his general makeup. It is not at all 
surprising that a man who was considered 
a likely candidate for governor on the GOP 
ticket is now a possible contender for either 
the governorship or Senate on the Demo- 
cratic ticket. 


Nor shoulfl this fool you any more than 


it should surprise you. Carpenter's change 
of party is not so much an indication of 
any state of indecision as it is a mark of 
disenchantment. In his political objectives, 
Carpenter has not changed much but has 
found difficulty in achieving the ballot box 
success through which his philosophy could 
come to fruition. 


Carpenter is basically of liberal hue and, 


thus, will fit more easily into Democratic 
than Republican ranks. 


After The Breakdown, What? 


The Rev. Martin Luther King, civil 


rights leader, speaking in Paris, over the 
week end, called for a march by the thou- 
sands on the courthouses of the South to 
obtain justice. 


This was his answer to a succession 


of southern trials in which men charged 
with crimes against the minority of black 
a'v" 'vhitp civil rights action individuals 
have been quickly acquitted. 


Elsewhere the actions are viewed as a 


mockery, although the requirements of 
justice have been carried out. It is because 
the Southern juries have their own com- 
munity convictions on right and wrong. 


A man's right to be tried by a jury 


of his peers, in his own locality, has al- 
ways been viewed as a precious one. The 
Southern trials have awakene.; :hc nation 
to what seems to be an imperfection in 
what has been considered a near perfect 
condition of justice. 


Yet we know of no better system of 


justice and would hesitate to replace what 
we have with something that might be 
worse. 


The trouble would appear to be not in 


our approach to justice, but in a difference 
of community attitude. What is right in 
some communities of the South is wrong 
in the rest of the nation. In this case these 
communities are asking for more than they 
expect. When an aggrieved people become 
convinced that there is no relief in the 
courts then the organization of a law-abid- 
ing, peaceful society is on the verge of 
breakdown. 


It would be a dreadful judgment'on the 


South to have individuals and groups seek- 
ing justice outside the law by what ever 
means are at hand and to whatever de- 
gree the moment seems to call for. 


The Agena Goes Down 


It was a disappointing turn of events 


when the Agena rocket experienced a mal- 
function and disappeared in space, prob- 
ably dropping into the Atlantic ocean. 


This was to have been one of the 


critical preliminary achievements of the 
pre-moon flight. The Agena was to be 
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placed in orbit, to be followed an hour and 
a half later by the manned Gemini for the 
purpose of a meeting in space. The tech- 
niques of such a meeting must be success- 
fully accomplished as a preliminary to 
setting up space stations which will be 
necessary to placing men on the moon. 


The failure of the Agena means that 


I hat pha.sc of space exploration has been 
de-!a\cd perhaps a year, although other 
space experiments w i l l ,go on according to 
schedule 


It was not a failure of scientific calcula- 


tion and it did not bring a human tragedy, 
because the Agena was unmanned. It was 
rather a mechanical failure thai did not 
bring about the separation of the Agena 
and the Atlas rocket. It was the latter 
which handled the breakaway from 
the 


launching pad and w.is to have carried the 
Agena to the critical height where it would 
disconnect and move at orbital speed to 
us ultimate course. For reasons yet un- 
known the mechanism did not work. The 
(light failed and was cancelled before the 
Gemini rocket, w i t h its two astronauts, left 
the pad.

time And the world was sobered by the

WASHINGTON — Students 


for a Democratic Society and 
other groups opposed to t h e 
war in Viet Nam have a new 
move up their sleeves which 
couW be very embarrassing 
to the whole machinery of 
the draft. 


These groups p 1 a n to in- 


vade the high schools, not on 
a mission to tear up draft 
cards, but to persuade 18- 
year-olds not to register. 


This could upset the entire 


draft system. There is no 
master list of 18-year-olds in 
the United States. The gov- 
ernment is entirely depend- 
ent upon 18-year-olds coming 
in and registering. Obviously 
it's impossible to check on 
the birth records of every 18- 
year-old in the United States. 


W7hile it's a criminal of- 


fense not to register, y e t 
there is no way for the gov- 
ernment to check on failure 
to register other than evi- 
dence from a boy's neighbors 
and the government does not 
want to be in the position of 
encouraging 
neighborhood 


snooping. This was the prac- 
tice in Nazi Germany which 
the United States so vigorous- 
ly opposed. 


It's believed that the only 


way to combat the anti-draft 
movement in the high schools 
is to o r g a n i z e pro-draft 
groups which will urge t h e 
registration 
of 18-year-olds 


as a patriotic duty.

Edv/ard M. Kennedy of Mas- 
sachusetts. With the strong 
support of his brother, Sen. 
Robert F, Kennedy of New 
York, he tried to force the 
confirmation of Francis X. 
Morrissey of Boston who was 
obviously unqualified to be a 
federal district judge. 


As a long-time family re- 


tainer Morrissey had per- 
formed chores over the years 
for Joseph P. Kennedy, the 
head of the clan. The word

was that the "old man" had 
given Teddy an order and 
that was that. But the Affaire 
.Morrissey has been kicking 
around for more than four 
years.

Life Begins At 40: 


Labor Man 
Saw Early 
Retirement 


By ROBERT PETERSON 
Toward the close of World 


War II m a n y economists 
\\ere saying that the tradi- 
tional retirement age of 65 
should be raised to 67 01 
e\en 70 They based their 
opinions on the improved 
health of older people, the 
economic need for experi- 
ence and skills and the ex- 
pressed desires of many old 
or workers, to stay oh the 
job rather than retn e. 


Their views seemed plaus- 


ible to me, and I recall 
writing a magazine article 
labeling retirement at 65 a 
dated concept, and predict- 
ing a rise in the traditional 
age for bidding the boss 
goodbye. 


Then, in 1945, I attended 


one of the nation's first re- 
tirement conferences, and 
could hardly believe my 
ears when a labor leader 
took Issue with the econo- 
mists. "Instead of t h e re- 
tirement age going up," he 
declared, "it is going to go 
down. 


"Within two decades." he 


predicted, "you 11 be hear- 
ing of people retiring on full 
pensions at 55 years of age." 


He was right, too. This 


year—just 20 years later— 
tne United Mine Workers 
u n i o n has made geriatric 
history by lowering to 55 
the age at which its union 
members with 20 years of 
service may retire on full 
union pension of $85 month- 
lyRetirement at age 55 is 
not compulsory, but the 
union assumes that most 
miners will chose to quit 
•when they reach that age 
Many miners will probably 
find other jobs to supple- 
ment their pensions until 
they reach 62 and are eli- 
gible for their Social Securi- 
ty 


The union claims it low- 


ered the pension eligibility 
age as a means of coping 
with automation and unem- 
ployment By getting mem- 
bers out of the work force 
at 55, additional jobs will 
be provided for younger 
men. Pensioned members 
and their dependents also 
receive free hospital and 
medical benefits 


One w o n d e r s whether 


economic history will find 
the unions wise in spear- 
heading a reduced retire- 
ment age. Many conserva- 
tive economists still insist 
that a strong national econ- 
omy calls for encouraging 
healthy, productive workers 
to remain m the labor force 
as long as possible. 


But the pattern seems to 


be set, and it's just a mat- 
ter of time until other un- 
ions and groups of workers 
begin crusading for earlier 
reirements Let's hope the 
trend doesn't sap our na- 
tion's economic vitality, or 
undermine our traditional 
respect for honest toil.

In many hands declarer 


must shape his play so as 
to prevent one particular de- 
fender from taking the lead. 
This avoidance of the dan- 
ger hand is especially com- 
mon in notrump contracts. 
The present deal is typical 
of the problem involved. 


West leads a diamond and 


declarer allows the king to 
win. South also p l a y s low 
on the diamond continuation 
but is then forced to take 
the next one with the ace. 
The purpose of holding up 
the ace is to exhaust East 
of diamonds, so that he will 
not have one to return if he 
obtains the lead later. 


South takes stock. He can 


count seven sure winners, 
but needs nine. The m o s t 


promising source for addi- 
tional tricks lies in his long 
suit, clubs. 


However, it is dangerous 


to attack clubs. Thus, if he 
plays a club to the king and 
another one back to t h e 
jack, he may lose the fi- 
nesse to West, the danger 
hand. If this were to hap- 
pen, West would cash two 
diamonds and thus defeat 
the contact. 


Rather than adopt t h i s 


course, declarer looks f o r 
other means of garnering the 
two tricks he needs. One pos- 
sibility is that the spades are 
divided 3-3, in which c a s e 
dummy's fourth spade would 
become a trick. 


Another possibiltiy lies in 


a heart 
finesse which is 


bound to produce a second 
heart trick, win or lose. 
Furthermore, even if 
the 


finesse loses, there is a 
chance that the ten of hearts 
will fall when the suit is 
c a s h e d . This would give 
South the ninth trick he is 
looking for. 


Accordingly, d e c l a r e r 


leads the j a c k of hearts. 
When West plays low, South 
takes a finesse, losing the 
trick to East, the non-dan- 
ger hand. As the cards happen 
to lie, the ten of hearts does 
fall and South makes h i s 
nine tricks. The spades fail 
to break 3-3, but that doesn't 
matter. 


Declarer avoids West by 


staying away from clubs, his 
longest suit. That does mat- 
ter.

New York I?) — A noted 


historian Monday offered a 
new and somewhat deflating 
view of France's role as an 
ally in America's Revolution. 


Dr. Richard B. Morris of 


Columbia University said he 
has found proof of French 
diplomatic moves to negoti- 
ate a settlement undercutting 
full independence for t h e 
United States. 


The findings he said, open 


up a phase of America's past 
that is ignored in history text- 
books. 


"The diplomacy of the Rev- 


olutionary War period as pre- 
sented in schools and colleges 
is very partial, very incom- 
plete and very unrealistic," 
he said in an interview. 


Combed Archives 


Morris, who spent six years 


combing the archives of Eu- 
rope for his information, de- 
tails it in a new book, :The 
Peacemakers." published by 
Harper & Row. It modifies the 
usual image of France's part 
in the American revolution.

Freedom Of 
Religion Texf 
fs Weakened 


Vatican City (UPI) — The 


Vatican C o u n c i l Monday 
bowed to demands by the tra- 
ditionalist minority by water- 
ing down its declaration on 
religious liberty. 


This came in the insertion 


.of a new clause saying all 
men have the "sacred duty to 
profess and embrace the Cath- 
olic faith." 


Bishop Emile de Smedt, a 


Belgian spokesman of the sec- 
retariat for Christian unity, 
reported the changes in the 
text to the 2,200 prelates in 
St. Peter's Basilica. 
. He stressed the new ver- 
sion "dispenses no one from 
his moral duties toward the 
truth and the true church." 
Catholics claim to have the 
true church. 


Several Protestant sources 


at the council greeted this as 
."a rubbing of salt in t h e 
wound," and the secretariat's 
Father Thomas Stransky, an 
American Paulist priest, said 
the new wording was "very 
harsh." 


The key change was a part 


of a totally new first para- 
graph: 


Since all men are bound to 


search for truth especially in 
those things which concern 
the worship of God (religion) 
and to serve it, they are bound 
by sacred duty to profess and 
embrace the Catholic faith in 
so far as they are able to 
know it." 


Although this is nothing 


more than traditional Catho- 
lic teaching, most liberal pre- 
lates had felt it was not neces- 
sary to state it so baldly in a 


" declaration aimed at evolving 
the church's rights against the 
powers of civil authority. 


promise the settlement for on- 
ly token independence," Mor- 
ris said. 


But, he added, victories by 


Colonial troops, particularly 
at Yorktown. made "such a 
compromise impossible," and 
enabled the Americans to in- 
sist on full nationhood. 


"Part of the American cre-

Morris commented "To some 
extent this is true. French 
arms and financial aid were 
indispensable." 


War Prolonged 


However, he added, t h e 


military alliance with France 
"created as many difficulties 
as it did benefits," and there 
is strong evidence that it pro- 
longed the war by stiffening 
British resistance. 


"For a new revolutionary 


country to be allied to an 
Old World monarchy created 
enormous problems," Morris 
said. 


Among his findings 
are 


some newly discovered let- 
ters, found in the British Mu- 
seum, discussing the possi- 
bilities of a deal to end the 
war without giving the Amer- 
ican Colonies complete inde- 
pendence. 


The letters involved Jac- 


quese Necker, director-gener- 
al of French finances, and— 
through a Swiss intermediary 
—Viscount Mountstuart, t h e 
British ambassador to Turin, 
now part of Italy. 


Vergennes Didn't Know 


As related in Morris' book, 


the correspondence was un- 


known to France's foreign 
minister, 
Count Vergennes. 


Necker proposed a settlement 
conceding independence only 
to the five New England col- 
onies, and not the others. 


This was part o* a power 


move by Xecker. .Aiorris says 
adding that the French fi- 
nancial officer felt the war 
was breaking France and 
wanted to find a way out and 
take over the government.
